Flashback... To The Days The Beavers 
Ruled The Western Canada Baseball Leagi 


(Reprinted from the 1965 Jubilee issue of The News- 

Optimist) 

One sport and one club has possibly done more for the 
civic pride of our city than the rest combined. 

The sport is baseball, and the club is the North Battle- 
ford Beavers. That team started out as a team mainly 
composed of local players and grew through the years 
until it once represented Canada at the Global World 
Senes of Baseball in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Although active in the years prior to 1947, it was in 
that year that North Battleford Beavers joined the Sas¬ 
katoon and District Baseball League and thus began one 
ot the most memorable stretches of sporting history this 
city has ever enjoyed. & * 

That first club was made up of local talent with the 
exception of one pitcher, Lome Cook. J. H. Abbott 
from whom Abbott Field derived its name, was president 
of the team. 

Mainly through the efforts of one family (the Deans - 
. oy > , s an o Elton) the Beavers managed to finish second 
JP league but lost to Be lisle in the playoffs, after winning 
tile first two games of a best-of-five series.

In 1952, with the Beavers trailing the Saskatoon Gems 
three games to one in the final and facing almost certain 
defeat, a miracle happened and the team won the next 
three games to become league champions. It was probably 
this series, more than any other, which established the 
Beavers as one of the most spirited baseball teams in 
the history of the province. Besides playing ability the 
North Battleford Beavers have always had a fighting 
spirit second to none. 

The final game of the 1952 series drew the largest 
crowd ever to watch a baseball game in this city. Almost 
6,000 fans crammed into Abbott Field and watched the 
Beavers completely humiliate the Saskatoon team 2? - 9. 

Once again in 1953 it was that same fighting spirit 
which carried the club to victory. Trailing 3 - 2 in games 
against the Saskatoon Gems the Beavers came through 
with two sparkling victories to again win the crown. 

The 1954 series will long be remembered in the annals 
of Saskatchewan baseball. The Beavers of that year were 
an injury - riddled, short-handed team. They even had to 
go as far as to pluck Jackie McLeod who had been fired 
as manager earlier in the year, off a Flin Flon fishing 
trip to pitch the final game. And pitch the game he did. 
McLeod, who hadn’t thrown a baseball for over a month, 
struck out ten men in pitching the Beavers to a 3 - 2 
win over the Saskatoon Gems, 

The Beavers operated for most of that season with 
only 12 men and most of them were injured at one time 
or another. 

That 1954 championship is even more astounding when 
it is considered that they finished llV 2 games behind 
the powerful Saskatoon team. 

After a dismal year in 1955, a revamped 1956 team 
attained the highest heights of all — representing Canada 
in the Global World Series. 

The Beavers finished third in the league standings that 
year behind Edmonton and Saskatoon. However, it was 
now becoming a habit, a different Beaver team stepped 
out of the field to begin the playoffs. They were up to 
their old tricks again in the semi-finals that is whipping 
a team from Saskatoon, and then walloped the Lloyd- 
minster Meridians 9 - 1 in the deciding game of the 
finals. Ron Porranoski, who is now with the Los Angeles 
Dodgers of the National Baseball League, was on the 
mound for Lloydminster for that game. Another Dodger 
Ron Fairly was also in the league about that time, playing 
with the Edmonton Eskimos. 

The club didn't fare as well in the world series as 


they dropped their first two games. The first loss came 
at the hands of Japan, the eventual World Champions, 
by a 5 - 4 score. Beavers were leading 4 - 3 going into 
the ninth inning but gave up two runs that cost them a 
crack at the World title. A disheartened team was later 
eliminated from further play by Hawaii. 

Professional baseball then started to skid in this city 
and even though a dual city team was tried with Lloyd¬ 
minster for two years the diamond sport, on a professional 
level. comDletelv disaDoeared. 

LOCAL TEAM 

As if starting the cycle all over again a senior amateur 
team was organized in 1960. Not to be outdone by its 
predecessors the amateur version of the Beavers brought 
this city another baseball championship in 1962, its third 
year in operation. 

A team comprised largely of home-grown players 
and co-managed by John Ford and Ken Nelson, two men 
who were originally brought to North Battleford as, pro¬ 
fessional baseball players and stayed to take up residence 
here beat Kindersley 3 - 2 in the seventh game of the 
Northern Saskatchewan Baseball League final. That team, 
much like the one that had gone before, was also a 
short-handed, injury-riddled aggregation. But, again much 
like its ancestors, it possesses that same fighting spirit 
that every Beaver Club down through the ages has had. 

Gone were the imported, high priced players but the 
most essential ingredient of a championship, team-spirit, 
was still there. This spirit will continue to remain as 
long as the word Beavers is written across the front oi 
the uniforms. 

The winning habit has continued right up to the present 
as the Beavers grabbed the league pennant in 1963 and 64 
and also added the playoff championships later. 

The script seems pretty well the same this year, with 
the pennant already wrapped up, and the league semi¬ 
finals out of the way, the Beavers opened the final series 
with little doubt as to their intention of repeating in their 
winning ways. In the playoff final opening game they shelled 
the Unity Cardinals 17 - 5 on a 21 hit attack. 

The years of the Beavers were truly the golden years 
of sport in North Battleford. Names such as Green, 
Tate, Herron, Coleman, Wylie, Blackman, Bailey, Stone, 
Nelson, Ford, McLeod, Francis, Dayne, Dean, Worth, 
Swota, Polus Fox O’Farrel, Bristol, Garcia, Bussan, 
Holdaway and many others too numerous to mention 
will long be remembered in the annals of the city’s 
sporting heritage. It is a heritage of which each citizen 
of North Battleford can be justly proud.

North Battleford has always been proud of the get-up-and- 
go of its sports fans, and the main baseball park which will 
be used for the 1971 Canadian Junior Baseball Champion¬ 
ships is a tribute to their community dedication. The park 
was moved from the highlands overlooking the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River (Abbott Field) to its present location in 
the mid Sixties when the Saskatchewan Government built 
its new bridge and highway approach. Both the city and 
the Beaver Baseball Club invested funds into the new park, 
but the park has only been completed during the past 
year in preparation for this Championship. 

Under die direction of Murray Richardson, North Battle- 
ford’s City Parks and Recreation Director, the entire 
recreation complex has taken shape. 

This year a $14,500 Saskatchewan Homecoming Grant, 
and a pledge of $15,000 from The Battlefords Lions Club 
has been used to complete the project. In addition, 
thousands of hours of volunteer work have been put into 
the project by such people as Ken Nelson and Gerry Bristow. 

Mr. Bristow with the help of Saskatchewan Po” r er 
Corporation employees, Sask-Tel workers, and local 
electricians, was responsible for the floodlighting of the 
field. The cost of the materials alone was $25,000. The 
erection of the poles and lights was done by volunteers. 
Volunteer labour also assembled the new steel bleachers 
and maintenance of the grounds.
